Summary  to  War  Food  Order  63  Revoked. 

Because  present  regulations  on  the 
general  use  of  fats  and  oils  are  sufficient 
to  assure  proper  distribution  of  raw  lin- 
seed oil,  the  War  Food  Administration 
has  revoked  War  Food  Order  63  'for- 
merly FDO  63 1  which  controlled  delivery 
of  the  oil  to  retailers  and  consumers  for 
"on  the  job"  thinning  of  exterior  pastes 
and  paints.  The  revocation  order  is 
effective  immediately. 

When  War  Food  Order  63  was  issued 
in  July  1943,  linseed  oil  was  in  such  short 


supply  it  was  necessary  to  restrict  all  de- 
liveries ( except  to  war  exempt  agencies  I 
to  50  percent  of  the  average  quantity  de- 
livered in  1940  and  1941.  At  that  time 
orders  also  were  in  effect  requiring  crush- 
ers to  set  aside  for  war  needs  25  percent 
of  their  inventories  over  240,000  pounds; 
and  45  percent  of  their  current  produc- 
tion. 

As  supplies  improved,  due  principally 
to  a  large  domestic  flaxseed  crop  in  1943, 
the  orders  were  relaxed.  The  inventory 
order  ( War  Food  Order  57 )  and  the  set 
aside  order,  War  Food  Order  56,  finally 


were  revoked,  and  the  delivery  percen- 
tage restriction  in  War  Food  Order  63  was 
raised  to  60  percent. 

The  use  of  linseed  oil  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  plants,  varnishes,  linoleum,  coat- 
ed fabrics,  etc.  continues  to  be  regulated 
by  War  Food  Order  42  ( formerly  FDO  42 ) 
which  limits  the  use  of  all  fats  and  oils 
to  specified  percentages  of  average  1940 
and  1941  uses.  War  Production  Board 
Order  M-332  also  places  a  restriction  on 
the  use  of  linseed  oil  by  controlling  the 
quantity  of  oils  used  in  making  paint 
reducing  or  thinning  oils.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  IMPORTS  OF  CERTAIN  FOODS 

The  fulfillment  of  requirements  for  the 
defense  of  the  United  States  has  cre- 
ated a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  certain 
imported  foods  for  defense,  for  private 
account,  and  for  export;  and  the  follow- 
ing order  is  deemed  necessary  and  ap- 
propriate in  the  public  interest  and  to 
promote  the  national  defense: 

§  1596.1  Food  imports — (a)  Defini- 
tions. For  the  purposes  of  this  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof  : 

(1)  "Consignee"  means  the  person  to 
whom  a  food  is  consigned  at  the  time  of 
importation. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(3)  "Food"  means  any  item  or  com- 
modity listed  from  time  to  time  in  at- 
tached Appendix  A  as  being  subject  to 
this  order. 

(4)  "Governing  date"  with  respect  to 
any  food  means  the  date  when  such  food 
first  became  subject  to  WFO  63. 

(5)  "Import"  means  to  transport  in 
any  manner  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States  from  any  foreign 
country  or  from  any  territory  or  pos- 
session of  the  United  States  (including 
;he  Philippine  Islands) .  It  includes 
shipments  into  a  free  port,  free  zone,  or 
bonded  custody  of  the  United  States  Bu- 
reau of  Customs  (bonded  warehouse)  in 
the  continental  United  States,  Puerto 
Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States  and  shipments  in  bond  into  the 
continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico, 
or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States  for  transshipment  to  Canada, 
Mexico,  or  any  other  foreign  country.  • 

(6)  "In  transit"  means  that  food  (i) 
is  afloat,  (ii)  has  had  an  on-board  ocean 
bill  of  lading  actually  issued  with  re- 
spect to  it,  or  (iii)  has  actually  been 
delivered  to  and  accepted  by  a  rail,  truck, 
or  air  carrier,  for  transportation  to  a 
point  within  the  continental  United 
States.  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States. 

(7)  "Owner"  of  any  food  means  any 
person  who  has  any  property  interest 
in  such  food  except  a  person  whose  in- 
terest is  held  solely  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  money. 

(8)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  or  not  incorporated. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  imports — (1)  Gen- 
eral restriction.  No  person,  except  as  au- 
thorized in  writing  by  the  Director,  shall 
purchase  for  import,  receive,  or  offer  to 
receive  on  consignment  for  import,  or 
make  any  contract  or  other  arrangement 
for  the  importing  of,  any  food  listed  in 
Appendix  A  hereof  after  the  governing 
date.  The  foregoing  restrictions  shall 
apply  to  the  importation  of  any  food 
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listed  in  Appendix  A,  regardless  of  the 
existence  on  the  governing  date  or  there- 
after of  any  contract  or  other  arrange- 
ment for  the  importation  of  such  food. 

In  the  issuance  of  authorizations,  the 
Director  shall  act  in  accordance  with 
the  standards  and  guides  set  forth  in 
paragraph  <e)  hereof. 

(2)  Application  for  authorization.  Any 
person  desiring  such  authorization, 
whether  owner,  purchaser,  seller,  or  con- 
signee of  the  food  to  be  imported,  or 
agent  of  any  of  them,  shall  make  appli- 
cation therefor  on  Form  WPB-1041  or 
such  other  form  as  may  be  issued  for 
this  purpose  by  the  Director,  addressed 
to  the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref:  WFO  63.  Unless  otherwise  ex- 
pressly permitted,  such  authorization 
shall  apply  only  to  the  particular  food 
and  shipment  mentioned  therein  and  to 
the  persons  and  their  agents  concerned 
with  such  shipment.  Such  authoriza- 
tions shall  not  be  assignable  or  trans- 
ferable either  in  whole  or  in  part,  except 
as  authorized  in, writing  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Restrictions  on  financing.  No 
bank  or  other  person  shall  participate, 
by  financing  or  otherwise,  in  any  ar- 
rangement which  such  bank  or  person 
knows  or  has  reason  to  know  involves 
the  importation  after  the  governing  date 
of  any  food  subject  to  this  order,  unless 
such  bank  or  person  either  has  received 
a  copy  of  the  authorization  by  the  Di- 
rector under  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(b)  (2)  or  is  satisfied  from  known  facts 
that  the  proposed  transaction  comes 
within  the  exceptions  set  forth  in  para- 
graphs (b)  (4)  and  (b)  (5). 

(4)  Exceptions.  Unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  the  Director  the  restrictions 
set  forth  in  this  paragraph  (b)  shall  not 
apply: 

(i)  To  the  Foreign  Economic  Admin- 
istration, U.  S.  Commercial  Company, 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  United 
States  Army,  or  any  other  United  States 
Governmental  department,  agency,  or 
corporation,  or  any  agent  acting  for  any 
such  department,  agency,  or  corpora- 
tion; or 

(ii)  To  food  of  which  any  United  States 
Governmental  department,  agency,  or 
corporation  is  the  owner  at  the  time  of 
importation,  or  to  any  food  which  the 
cwner  at  the  time  of  importation  had 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  from 
any  United  States  Governmental  depart- 
ment, agency  or  corporation;  or 

(iii)  To  food  which  on  the  governing 
date  was  in  transit;  or 

(iv)  To  food  consigned  or  imported  as 
a  sample  where  the  value  of  each  con- 
signment or  shipment  is  less  than  $25.00; 
or 

(v)  To  food  consigned  as  a  gift  or  im- 
ported for  personal  use  where  the  value 
of  each  consignment  or  shipment  is 
less  than  $100.00;  or 

(vi)  To  food  consigned  as  gifts  for  per- 
sonal use  by  or  to  members  of  the  Armed 
Services  of  the  United  States;  or 

(vii)  To  food  grown,  produced,  or 
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manufactured  in  the  continental  United 
States,  and  shipped  outside  the  conti- 
nental United  States  on  consignment  or 
pursuant  to  a  contract  of  purchase, 
and  which  is  now  returned  as  rejected 
by  the  prospective  purchaser;  or 

(viii)  To  food  shipped  into  the  United 
States  in  transit  from  one  point  in  Mex- 
ico to  another  point  in  Mexico,  or  from 
one  point  in  Canada  to  another  point  in 
Canada;  or 

(ix)  To  food  which  is  located  in,  and 
which  has  been  grown,  produced  or  man- 
ufactured in  Canada,  Mexico,  Guate- 
mala, or  El  Salvador  and  transported 
therefrom  into  continental  United  States 
overland,  by  air,  or  by  inland  waterway. 
This  exception  shall  not,  however,  extend 
to  food  which  is  marked  with  an  asterisk 
(*)  in  Appendix  A,  attached. 

(5)  Imports  into  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands,  (i)  The  restrictions  of 
this  order: 

(a)  Shall  not  apply  to  inter-island 
shipments  of  food  between  Puerto  Rico 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States; 

(b)  Shall  not  apply  to  imports  of  food 
into  Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States  from  the  continental 
United  States; 

(c)  Shall  apply  to  any  shipment  of 
food  listed  in  Appendix  A  which  origi- 
nates in  a  foreign  country  and  simply 
passes  through  the  continental  United 
States  en  route  to  Puerto  Rico  or  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  Ur-'ted  States:  and 

id)  Except  as  provided  in  (c)  imme- 
diately above,  shall  apply  to  imports  into 
Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  only  with  respect  to  food 
which  is  marked  with  a  double  asterisk 
(**)  in  Appendix  A. 

(ii)  This  order  shall  not  affect  any 
regulations  now  or  hereafter  issued  by 
any  governmental  authority  covering 
shipments  of  food  from  continental 
United  States  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 

(C)  Restrictions  after  importation. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  terms 
of  the  authorization  issued  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (b)  (2),  any  food  which  is 
imported  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  order  after  the  governing 
date,  may  be  sold,  delivered,  processed, 
consumed,  purchased,  or  received  with- 
out restriction  under  this  order;  but  all 
such  transactions  shall  be  subject  to  all 
applicable  provisions  of  the  regulations, 
orders  and  directions  of  the  War  Food 
Administration  which  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  in  effect  with  respect  to  such 
food. 

(d)  Change  of  commodities  listed  in 
Appendix  A.  The  Director  may  from 
time  to  time  add  to  or  remove  commodi- 
ties from  Appendix  A:  Provided,  That 
in  so  doing  he  shall  follow  the  standards 
and  guides  set  forth  in  paragraph  (e) 
below. 

(e)  Standards  and  guides.  '  In  the  is- 
suance of  authorizations,  and  in  the  ad- 
dition or  removal  of  commodities  from 
Appendix  A  hereof,  the  Director  shall 
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follow  these  standards  and  guides:  (1) 
he  shall  be  satisfied  that  in  the  absence 
of  such  action  the  fulfillment  of  require- 
ments for  the  defense  of  the  United 
States  will  result  in  a  shortage  in  the 
supply  of  materials  or  facilities  for  de- 
fense or  for  private  account  or  for  ex- 
port; (2)  he  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion the  following  factors:  the  alloca- 
tion, if  any,  of  such  food  by  the  Com- 
bined Food  Board;  the  effect  of  the  im- 
portation of  such  food  on  the  procure- 
ment of  strategic  materials;  the  avail- 
ability of  shipping  facilities  for  the  im- 
portation of  such  food;  and  (3)  in  the 
issuance  of  authorizations,  the  Director 
shall  allocate  the  authorizations  granted 
by  him  on  a  fair  and  equitable  basis 
among  different  groups  of  applicants  and 
among  applicants  within  the  same  group. 

(f)  Records  and  reports. —  (1)  Reports 
on  customs  entry.  No  food  which  is  im- 
ported after  the  governing  date,  includ- 
ing food  imported  by  or  for  the  account 
of  the  Foreign  Economic  Administration, 
U.  S.  Commercial  Company,  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation,  United  States  Army, 
or  any  other  United  States  governmental 
department,  agency,  or  corporation,  shall 
be  entered  through  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  purpose, 
whether  for  consumption,  for  warehouse, 
in  transit,  in  bond,  for  re-export,  for 
appraisal,  or  otherwise,  unless  the  per- 
son making  the  entry  shall  file  in  dupli- 
cate with  the  entry  Form  WPB-1040  un- 
til December  1,  1944,  and,  after  such 
date,  Form  WFO  63-1.  The  filing  of 
such  form  a  second  time  shall  not  be 
required  upon  any  subsequent  entry  of 
such  food  through  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  purpose;  nor 
shall  the  filing  of  such  form  be  required 
upon  the  withdrawal  of  any  food  from 
bonded  custody  of  the  United  States  Bu- 
reau of  Customs,  regardless  of  the  date 
when  such  food  was  first  transported 
into  the  continental  United  States.  Both 
copies  of  such  form  shall  be  transmitted 
by  the  Collector  of  Customs  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Distribution,  War  Food  Admin- 
istration, Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.: 
WFO-63. 

(2)  Records  and  other  reports.  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  the  Director's  discretion, 
in  the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C., 
Ref:  WFO-63. 

(h»  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing deliveries  of,  or  using  any  food  cov- 
ered by  this  order  which  is  subject  to 
allocations  or  priority  control  by  the 
War  Food  Administrator.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  willfully  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
crime,  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 


or  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  act 
of  June  28,  1940,  as  amended  by  the  act 
of  May  31,  1941,  and  Title  III  of  the 
Second  War  Powers  Act,  1942.  Civil 
action  may  also  be  instituted  to  enforce 
any  liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  en- 
join any  violation  of,  any  provision  of 
this  order.  The  Director  may  direct  the 
disposition  and  use  of  any  food  which 
is  imported  without  authorization  as  re- 
quired by  paragraph  (b>. 

(i>  Unexpired  authorizations  under 
M-63.  Authorizations  issued  by  the  War 
Production  Board  under  General  Imports 
Order  M-63  for  foods  subject  to  this 
order,  shall  be  deemed  valid  under  this 
order  until  their  respective  expiration 
dates. 

(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authbrity 
vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(k)  Effect  on  liability  of  removal  of 
food  from  order.  The  removal  of  any 
food  from  this  order  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  affect  in  any  way  any  liability 
for  violations  of  the  order  which  ac- 
crued or  were  incurred  prior  to  the  date 
of  removal. 

(1)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
November  13,  1944. 

Note:  All  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by,  and  subsequent 
reporting  and  record-keeping  requirements 
will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Federal 
Reports  Act  of  1942.

sue or  deny  the  issuance  of  import  au- 
thorizations for  copra  and  coconut  oil 
from  the  Philippines  and  the  Nether- 
lands Indies  under  said  War  Food  Or- 
der No.  63  as  provided  herein. 

§  1596.5  Statement  of  policy  re  is- 
suance of  import  authorizations  for  copra 
and  coconut  oil  from  the  Philippines  and 
the  Netherlands  Indies  under  War  Food 
Order  No.  63 — (a)  Conditions  of  issu- 
ance. A  permit  for  the  importation,  for 
domestic  consumption,  of  not  more  than 
10,000  tons  of  copra  from  the  Philippines 
and  the  Netherlands  Indies  will  be 
granted,  upon  application,  to  any  oil 
seed  crusher  who  crushed  copra  prior  to 
the  publication  of  this  section.  A  permit 
for  the  importation,  for  domestic  con- 
sumption, of  coconut  oil  from  the  Philip- 
pines and  Netherlands  Indies,  in  a 
quantity  specified  by  the  applicant  for 
the  permit,  will  be  granted  to  any  im- 
porter who  imported  coconut  oil  prior 
to  publication  of  this  section,  upon  his 
application  and  the  submission  of  evi- 
dence satisfactory  to  the  Administrator 
of  War  Food  Order  No.  63,  that  the  im- 
porter can  obtain  the  specified  quantity 


of  such  coconut  oil  in  the  Philippines 
and  the  Netherlands  Indies. 

After  a  permit  has  been  issued  under 
this  section  to  any  person  for  the  impor- 
tation of  copra  or  coconut  oil  for  domes- 
tic consumption  and  the  commodity  to 
be  imported  under  this  section  has  been 
purchased  abroad,  such  person  may  ob- 
tain a  new  permit  for  further  importa- 
tions of  copra  or  coconut  oil  from  the 
Philippines  and  the  Netherlands  Indies 
upon  the  submission  of  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  Administrator  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  63,  that  the  commodity  cover- 
ed by  the  preceding  permit  has  been  pur- 
chased abroad.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  under  the  provisions  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  63,  as  amended  (12  F.  R.  459) , 
and  in  order  to  assure  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  available  supplies  of  imported 
flaxseed  and  Unseed  oil  through  normal 
trade  channels,  it  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  policy  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  issue  or  deny 
the  issuance  of  import  authorizations 
required  for  flaxseed  and  linseed  oil 
under  said  War  Food  Order  No.  63  as 
provided  herein. 

§  1596.4  Statement  of  policy  re  issu- 
ance of  import  authorizations  for  flax- 
seed and  linseed  oil  under  War  Food 
Order  No.  63 — (a)  Definitions.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  statement  the  follow- 
ing terms  shall  have  the  meanings  hereby 
assigned  to  them: 

(1)  "Eligible  prewar  crusher"  means 
any  person  who  purchased  flaxseed  or 
linseed  oil  from  Commodity  Credit  Cor- 
poration stockpiles  during  the  years  1943 
through  1946.  (Flaxseed  from  such 
stockpiles  was  sold  during  such  period 
to  crushers  who  had  imported  flaxseed 
during  the  prewar  years  (1938  through 
1942)  in  proportion  to  their  prewar  im- 
ports. During  the  period  from  January 
1,  1944,  through  October  15,  1945,  lin- 
seed oil  from  such  stockpiles  was  sold 
to  crushers  as  required  by  the  crushers, 
and  during  the  period  from  October  15, 
1945,  through  December  31,  1946,  linseed 
oil  from  such  stockpiles  was  sold  to 
crushers  who  had  purchased  linseed  oil 
from  such  stockpiles  in  proportion  to 
their  purchases  during  the  earlier  pe- 
riod.) 

(2)  "Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
stockpiles"  means  the  stocks  of  flaxseed 
and  linseed  oil  acquired  and  imported 


by  Commodity  Credit  Corporation, 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, under  a  public  purchase  program 
and  sold  in  the  form  of  flaxseed  or  lin- 
seed oil  to  crushers  during  the  period 
from  January  1,  1943,  through  Decem- 
ber 31,  1946. 

(3)  Any  term  not  defined  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  have  the  meaning,  if  any, 
assigned  to  it  in  War  Food  Order  No.  63. 

(b)  Individual  Import  Authorizations. 
Import  authorizations  are  not  required 
under  War  Food  Order  No.  63  for  lin- 
seed oil  located  and  produced  in  Canada, 
Mexico,  Guatemala,  or  El  Salvador  and 
transported  therefrom  into  the  conti- 
nental United  States  overland,  by  air, 
or  by  inland  waterway. 

Authorizations  to  import  linseed  oil 
not  within  the  foregoing  paragraph,  and 
flaxseed  from  any  country  except  Mex- 
ico, will  be  issued  in  a  total  quantity  not 
in  excess  of  the  1947  allocations  to  the 
United  States  by  the  International 
Emergency  Food  Council.  Such  author- 
izations will  be  issued  to  any  eligible 
prewar  crusher  in  the  percentage  which 
such  crusher's  purchases  of  linseed  oil 
and  flaxseed  from  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  stockpiles  during  the  period 
from  January  1.  1943,  through  Decem- 
ber 31,  1946,  constituted  of  the  total  pur- 
chases by  all  persons  of  linseed  oil  and 
flaxseed  from  said  stockpiles  during  said 
period. 

Authorizations  to  import  flaxseed  from 
Mexico  will  be  issued,  upon  request,  to 
any  eligible  prewar  crusher,  but  the  total 
quantity  so  authorized  shall  not  exceed 
the  quantity  of  Mexican  flaxseed  allo- 
cated to  the  United  States  for  1947  by 
the  International  Emergency  Food 
Council. 

(c)  Procedure.  Applications  for  au- 
thorizations for  the  importation  of  flax- 
seed or  linseed  oil,  or  both,  may  be  made 
by  properly  executing  and  filing  with  the 
Order  Administrator,  War  Food  Order 
No.  63,  Production  and  Marketing  Ad- 


ministration, United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Form  WFO  63-2,  obtainable  from  said 
Order  Administrator. 

(d)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  (including,  but  not  limited 
to,  persons  qualifying  as  eligible  prewar 
crushers  as  defined  in  this  section)  who 
considers  that  the  policy  and  procedure 
set  forth  in  this  section  work  an  excep- 
tional or  unreasonable  hardship  on  him 
may  file  a  petition  for  relief  with  the 
Administrator  of  War  Food  Order  No. 
63,  Production  and  Marketing  Adminis- 
tration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Washington  25,  D.  C.  Peti- 
tions shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  under  the  provisions  of  War  Food 
Order  No.  65,  as  amended  (12  F.  R.  459) 
and  in  order  to  assure  equitable  distri- 
bution of  available  supplies  of  imported 
Babassu  kernels  and  Babassu  oil,  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  issue  or  deny  the  issuance  of  import 
authorizations  for  Babassu  kernels  and 
Babassu  oil  from  Brazil  under  said  War 
Food  Order  No.  63  as  provided  herein. 

§  1596.6  Statement  of  policy  re  issu- 
ance of  import  authorizations  for  Ba- 
bassu kernels  and  Babassu  oil  from  Bra- 
zil under  War  Food  Order  No.  63 — (a) 
Conditions  of  issuance.  An  initial  au- 
thorization to  import  Babassu  kernels  or 
Babassu  oil,  or  both,  from  Brazil  for 
domestic  consumption,  will  be  granted, 
within  the  limits  of  the  1947  allocations 
to  the  United  States  by  the  Interna- 
tional Emergency  Food  Council,  to  any 
person,  upon  application,  in  any  amount 
not  in  excess  of  250  tons.  Second  and 
subsequent  authorizations  not  in  excess 
of  250  tons  each  will  be  granted  to  any 


person  to  import  Babassu  kernels  or 
Babassu  oil,  or  both,  from  Brazil  for  do- 
mestic consumption,  within  the  limits 
of  the  1947  allocations  to  the  United 
States  by  the  International  Emergency 
Food  Council,  if  such  person  makes  ap- 
plication therefor  and  presents  to  the 
Administrator  of  War  Food  Order  No. 
63  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  quan- 
tity of  Babassu  kernels  and  Babassu  oil 
covered  by  the  preceding  authorization 
granted  to  him  has  been  purchased  for 
importation  in  accordance  with  such 
authorization. 

(b)  Procedure.  Applications  for  im- 
port authorizations  under  this  section  for 
Babassu  kernels  or  Babassu  oil,  or  both, 
may  be  made  by  properly  executing  and 
filing  with  the  Administrator  of  War 
Food  Order  No.  63,  Production  and  Mar- 
keting Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  Form  WFO  63-2,  obtainable  from 
said  Order  Administrator. 

(c)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  who  considers  that  the  policy 
and  procedure  set  forth  in  this  section 
work  an  exceptional  or  unreasonable 
hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition  for 
relief  with  the  Administrator  of  War 
Food  Order  No.  63,  Production  and  Mar- 
keting Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 


D.  C.  Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The  Or- 
der Administrator  may  take  any  lawful 
action  with  reference  to  such  petitions 
which  is  consistent  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Administrator  of 
the  Production  and  Marketing  Admin- 
istration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  If  the  petitioner  is  dissat- 
isfied with  the  action  taken  by  the  Or- 
der Administrator,  he  may,  by  request 
addressed  to  the  Order  Administrator, 
obtain  a  review  of  such  action  by  the 
Administrator  of  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration.  After  said 
review,  the  Administrator  may  take  such 
lawful  action  as  he  deems  appropriate, 
which  action  shall  be  final. 

(d)  Effective  date.  The  policy  and 
procedure  set  forth  in  this  section  shall 
be  effective  upon  publication  hereof  in 
the  Federal  Register.

FOODS 

War  Pood  Order  No.  63  (9  F.R.  13280) , 
is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

i  1596.1  Food  imports — (a)  Defini- 
tions. For  the  purposes  of  this  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  "Consignee"  means  the  person  to 
whom  a  food  is  consigned  at  the  time 
of  importation. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(3)  "Food"  means  any  item  or  com- 
modity listed  from  time  to  time  in  at- 
tached Appendix  A  as  being  subject  to 
this  order. 

(4»  "Governing  date"  with  respect  to 
any  food  means  the  date  when  such  food 
first  became  subject  to  WFO  63. 

(5)  "Import"  means  to  transport  in 
any  manner  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States  from  any  foreign 
country  or  from  any  territory  or  pos- 
session of  the  United  States  (including 
the  Philippine  Islands  > .  It  includes 
shipments  into  a  free  port,  free  zone,  or 
bonded  custody  of  the  United  States  Bu- 
reau of  Customs  i  bonded  warehouse)  in 
the  continental  United  States,  Puerto 
Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States  and  shipments  in  bond  into  the 
continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico, 
or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States 
for  transshipment  to  Canada,  Mexico, 
or  any  other  foreign  country. 

(6)  "In  transit"  means  that  food  (i) 
is  afloat,  (ii>  has  had  an  on-board  ocean 
bill  of  lading  actually  issued  with  re- 
spect to  it,  or  (hi)  has  actually  been  de- 
livered to  and  accepted  by  a  rail,  truck, 
or  air  carrier,  for  trf  nsportation  to  a 
point  within  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States. 

(7)  "Owner"  of  any  food  means  any 
person  who  has  any  property  interest  in 
such  food  except  a  person  whose  interest 
is  held  solely  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  money. 

(8)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  or  not  incorporated. 

(b>  Restrictions  on  imports — (1)  Gen- 
eral restriction.  No  person,  except  as 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Director, 
shall  purchase  for  import,  receive  or  of- 
fer to  receive  on  consignment  for  import, 
or  make  any  contract  or  other  arrange- 
ment "or  the  importing  of  any  food  listed 
in  Appendix  A  hereof  after  the  govern- 
ing date.  The  foregoing  restrictions 
shall  apply  to  the  importation  of  any  food 
listed  in  Appendix  A,  regardless  of  the 
existence  on  the  governing  date  or  there- 
after of  any  contract  or  other  arrange- 
ment for  the  importation  of  such  food.

WAR  FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 

In  the  issuance  of  authorizations,  the 
Director  shall  act  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  and  guides  set  forth  in  para- 
graph (e)  hereof. 

(2)  Application  for  authorization. 
Any  person  desiring  such  authorization, 
whether  owner,  purchaser,  seller,  or  con- 
signee of  the  food  to  be  imported,  or 
agent  or  any  of  them,  shall  make  appli- 
cation therefor  on  Form  WPB-1041  or 
such  other  form  as  may  be  issued  for 
this  purpose  by  the  Director,  addressed 
to  the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref:  WFO  63.  Unless  otherwise  ex- 
pressly permitted,  such  authorization 
shall  apply  only  to  the  particular  food 
and  shipment  mentioned  therein  and  to 
the  persons  and  their  agents  concerned 
with  such  shipment.  Such  authoriza- 
tions shall  not  be  assignable  or  transfer- 
able either  in  whole  or  in  part,  except  as 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Restrictions  on  financing.  No 
bank  or  other  person  shall  participate, 
by  financing  or  otherwise,  in  any  ar- 
rangement which  such  bank  or  person 
knows  or  has  reason  to  know  involves 
the  importation  after  the  governing  date 
of  any  food  subject  to  this  order,  unless 
such  bank  or  person  either  has  received 
a  copy  of  the  authorization  by  the  Direc- 
tor under  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(b)  (2)  or  is  satisfied  from  known  facts 
that  the  proposed  transaction  comes 
within  the  exceptions  set  forth  in  para- 
graphs (b)  (4)  and  (b)  (5). 

(4)  Exceptions.  Unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  the  Director  the  restrictions 
set  forth  in  this  paragraph  (b)  shall  not 
apply: 

(i)  To  the  Foreign  Economic  Admin- 
istration, U.  S.  Commercial  Company, 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  United 
States  Army,  or  any  other  United  States 
Governmental  department,  agency,  or 
corporation,  or  any  agent  acting  for  any 
such  department,  agency,  or  corpora- 
tion; or 

(ii)  To  food  of  which  any  United  States 
Governmental  department,  agency,  or 
corporation  is  the  owner  at  the  time  of 
importation,  or  to  any  food  which  the 
owner  at  the  time  of  importation  had 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  from 
any  United  States  Governmental  de- 
partment, agency,  or  corporation;  or 

(iii)  To  food  which  on  the  governing 
date  was  in  transit;  or 

(iv)  To  food  consigned  or  imported  as 
a  sample  where  the  value  of  each  con- 
signment or  shipment  is  less  than  $25.00; 
or 

(v)  To  food  consigned  as  a  gift  or  im- 
ported for  personal  use  where  the  value 
of  each  consignment  or  shipment  is  less 
than  $100.00;  or 

(vi)  To  food  consigned  as  gifts  for  per- 
sonal use  by  or  to  members  of  the  Armed 
Services  of  the  United  States;  or 

(vii)  To  food  grown,  produced,  or 
manufactured  in  the  continental  United 
States,  and  shipped  outside  the  conti- 
nental United  States  on  consignment  or 
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pursuant  to  a  contract  of  purchase,  and 
which  is  now_r£tiiEiied-as- rejected  by  the 
-prospective  purchaser;  or 

(viii)  To  food  shipped  into  the  United 
States  in  transit  from  one  point  in  Mex- 
ico to  another  point  in  Mexico,  or  from 
one  point  in  Canada  to  another  point  in 
Canada;  or 

(ix)  To  food  which  is  located  in,  and 
*'hich  has  been  grown,  produced  or  man- 
ufactured in  Canada,  Mexico,  Guate- 
mala, or  El  Salvador  and  transported 
therefrom  into  continental  United  States 
overland,  by  air,  or  by  inland  waterway. 
This  exception  shall  not,  however,  ex- 
tend to  food  which  is  marked  with  the 
designation  (1)  in  Appendix  A,  attached. 

(5)  Imports  into  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands,  (i)  The  restrictions  of 
this  order 

(a)  Shall  not  apply  to  inter-island 
shipments  of  food  between  Puerto  Rico 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United 
States; 

(b)  Shall  not  apply  to  imports  of  food 
into  Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States  from  the  continental 
United  States; 

(o  Shall  apply  to  any  shipment  of 
food  listed  in  Appendix  A  which  origi- 
nates in  a  foreign  country  and  simply 
passes  through  the  continental  United 
States  en  route  to  Puerto  Rico  or  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States;  and 

(d)  Except  as  provided  in  (c)  imme- 
diately above,  shall  apply  to  imports  into 
Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  only  with  respect  to  food 
which  is  marked  with  the  designation  (2) 
in  Appendix  A. 

(ii)  This  order  shall  not  affect  any  reg- 
ulations now  or  hereafter  issued  by  any 
governmental  authority  covering  ship- 
ments of  food  from  continental  United 
States  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States. 

(c)  Restrictions  after  importation. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  terms  of 
the  authorization  issued  pursuant  to 
paragraph  (b)  (2),  any  food  which  is 
imported  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  after  the  governing 
date,  may  be  sold,  delivered,  processed, 
consumed,  purchased,  or  received  with- 
out restriction  under  this  order;  but  all 
such  transactions  shall  be  subject  to  all 
applicable  provisions  of  the  regulations, 
orders  and  directions  of  the  War  Food 
Administration  which  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  in  effect  with  respect  to  such 
food. 

(d)  Change  of  commodities  listed  in 
Appendix  A.  The  Director  may  from 
time  to  time  add  to  or  remove  commodi- 
ties from  Appendix  A;  Provided,  That  in 
so  doing  he  shall  follow  the  standards 
and  guides  set  forth  in  paragraph  (e) 
below. 

(e)  Standards  and  guides.  In  the  is- 
suance of  authorizations,  and  in  the  addi- 
tion or  removal  of  commodities  from 
Appendix  A  hereof,  the  Director  shall  fol- 
low these  standards  and  guides:  (1)  he 
shall  be  satisfied  that  in  the  absence  of 
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such  action  the  fulfillment  of  require- 
ments for  the  defense  of  the  United 
States  will  result  in  a  shortage  in  the 
supply  of  materials  or  facilities  for  de- 
fense or  for  private  account  or  for  export; 
(2)  he  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
following  factors;  the  allocation,  if  any, 
of  such  food  by  the  Combined  Pood 
Board;  the  effect  of  the  importation  of 
such  food  on  the  procurement  of  strategic 
materials;  the  availability  of  shipping  fa- 
cilities for  the  importation  of  such  food; 
and  (3)  in  the  issuance  of  authorizations, 
the  Director  shall  allocate  the  authoriza- 
tions granted  by  him  on  a  fair  and  equi- 
table basis  among  different  groups  of  ap- 
plicants and  among  applicants  within  the 
same  group. 

(f)  Records  and  reports — (1)  Reports 
on  customs  entry.  No  food  which  is  im- 
ported after  the  governing  date,  includ- 
ing food  imported  by  or  for  the  account 
of  the  Foreign  Economic  Administration, 
U.  S.  Commercial  Company,  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation,  United  States  Army, 
or  any  other  United  States  Governmental 
department,  agency,  or  corporation,  shall 
be  entered  through  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  purpose, 
whether  for  consumption,  for  warehouse, 
in  transit,  in  bond,  for  re-export,  for 
appraisal,  or  otherwise,  unless  the  person 
making  the  entry  shall  file  in  duplicate 
with  the  entry  Form  WFO  63-1.  The 
filing  of  such  form  a  second  time  shall 
not  be  required  upon  any  subsequent  en- 
try of  such  food  through  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  pur- 
pose; nor  shall  the  filing  of  such  form 
be  required  upon  the  withdrawal  of  any 
food  from  bonded  custody  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Customs,  regardless  of 
the  date  when  such  food  was  first  trans- 
ported into  the  continental  United 
States.  Both  copies  of  such  form  shall 
be  transmitted  by  the  Collector  of  Cus- 
toms to  the  Director  of  Distribution,  War 
Food  Administration,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  Ref.:  WFO-63. 

(2)  Records  and  other  reports.  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  in 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref:  WFO-63. 

(h)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  deliveries  of,  or  using  any  food 
covered  by  this  order  which  is  subject  to 
allocations  or  priority  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator.  In  addition,  any 
person  who  willfully  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime,  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  or  all  ap- 
plicable laws,  including  the  act  of  June 
28, 1940,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  May  31, 
1941,  and  Title  III  of  the  Second  War 
Powers  Act  1942.  Civil  action  may  also 
be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or 


duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation 
of,  any  provision  of  this  order.  The  Di- 
rector may  direct  the  disposition  and  use 
of  any  food  which  is  imported  with- 
out authorization  as  required  by  para- 
graph (b>. 

(i)  Unexpired  authorizations  under 
M-63.  Authorizations  issued  by  the  War 
Production  Board  under  General  Im- 
ports Order  M-63  for  fjods  subject  to 
this  order,  shall  be  deemed  valid  under 
this  order  until  their  respective  expira 
tion  dates. 

(j)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Director.  The 
Director  is  authorized  to  redelegate  to 
any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the 
authority  vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(k)  Effect  on  liability  of  removal  of 
food  from  order.  The  removal  of  any 
food  from  this  order  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  affect  in  any  way  any  liability 
for  violations  of  the  order  which  accrued 
or  were  incurred  prior  to  the  date  of 
removal. 

(1)  Effective  date.  This  amendment 
shall  become  effecti  at  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  w.  t.,  December  23,  1944.  With  re- 
spect to  violations,  rights  accrued,  lia- 
bilities incurred,  or  appeals  taken  prior 
to  said  date,  under  War  Food  Order  No. 
63,  all  provisions  of  said  order  shall  be 
deemed  to  remain  in  full  force  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper  suit, 
action,  or  other  proceeding  with  respect 
to  any  such  violation,  right,  liability  or 
appeal. 

Note:  All  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by,  and  subsequent 
reporting  and  record-keeping  requirements 
will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.

War  Food  Order  No.  63  (9  Fit.  13280, 
14877,  10  F.R.  103)  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

§1596.1  Food  Imports — (a)  Defini- 
tions. For  the  purposes  of  this  order, 
unless  otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or 
manifestly  incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  "Consignee"  means  the  person  to 
whom  a  food  is  consigned  at  the  time  of 
importation. 

(2)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Supply,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

(3)  "Food"  means  an;  item  or  com- 
modity listed  from  time  to  time  in  at- 
tached Appendix  A  as  being  subject  to 
this  order. 

(4)  "Governing  date"  with  respect  to 
any  food  means  the  date  when  such  food 
first  became  subject  to  War  Food  Order 
63  as  shown  in  the  attached  Appendix  A. 

(5)  "Import"  means  to  transport  in 
any  manner  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
of  the  United  States  from  any  foreign 
country  or  from  any  territory  or  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States  (including  the 
Philippine  Islands).  It  includes  ship- 
ments into  a  free  port,  free  zone,  or 
bonded  custody  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Customs  (bonded  warehouse) 
in  the  continental  United  States,  Puerto 
Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  U.iited 
States  and  shipments  in  bond  into  the 
continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico,  or 
the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States 
for  transshipment  into  Canada,  Mexico, 
or  any  other  foreign  country. 

(6)  "In  transit"  means  that  food  (i) 
is  afloat,  (ii)  has  had  an  on-board  ocean 
bill  of  lading  actually  issued  with  respect 
to  it,  or  (iii)  has  actually  been  delivered 
to  and  accepted  by  a  rail,  truck,  or  air 
carrier,  for  transportation  to  a  point 
within  the  continental  United  States. 
Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States. 

(7)  "Owner"  of  any  food  means  any 
person  who  has  any  property  interest  in 
such  food  except  a  person  whose  interest 
is  held  solely  as  security  for  the  payment 
of  money. 

(8)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  or  not  incorporated. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  imports — (1)  Gen- 
eral restriction.  No  person,  except  as  au- 
thorized in  writing  by  the  director,  shall 
import,  purchase  for  import,  receive  or 
offer  to  receive  on  consignment  for  im- 
port, or  make  any  contract  or  other  ar- 
rangement for  the  importing  of  any  food 
listed  in  Appendix  A  hereof  after  the 
governing  date.  The  foregoing  restric- 
tions shall  apply  to  the  importation  of 
any  food  listed  in  Appendix  A,  regardless 
of  the  existence  on  the  governing  date  or 
thereafter  of  any  contract  or  other  ar- 
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rangement  for  the  importation  o 
food. 

In  the  issuance  of  authorizations,  the 
Director  shall  act  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  and  guides  set  forth  in  para- 
graph (c)  hereof. 

(2)  Application  for  authorization. 
Any  person  desiring  such  authorization, 
whether  owner,  purchaser,  seller,  or  con- 
signee of  the  food  to  be  imported,  or 
agent  of  any  of  them,  shall  make  appli- 
cation therefor  on  Form  WPB-1041  or 
such  other  form  as  may  be  issued  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Director,  addressed  to  the 
Director  of  Supply,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Ref:  WFO  63.  Unless  otherwise 
expressly  permitted,  such  authorization 
shall  apply  only  to  the  particular  food 
and  shipment  mentioned  therein  and  to 
the  persons  and  their  agents  concerned 
with  such  shipment  Such  authoriza- 
tions shall  not  be  assignable  or  transfer- 
able either  in  whole  or  in  part,  except  as 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Use  of  authorization.  No  person 
holding  an  import  authorization  shall 
use  such  authorization  to  import  food 
acquired,  purchased,  contracted,  or  ar- 
ranged for  by  him  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  such  authorization,  unless  the  Director 
specifically  in  writing  permits  such  use. 
This  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  food 
acquired,  purchased,  contracted,  or  ar- 
ranged for  prior  to  the  governing  date. 

(4)  Restrictions  on  financing.  No  bank 
or  other  person  shall  participate,  by 
financing  or  otherwise,  in  any  arrange- 
ment which  such  bank  or  person  knows 
or  has  reason  to  know  involves  the  im- 
portation after  the  governing  date  of  any 
food  subject  to  this  order,  unless  such 
bank  or  person  either  has  received  a  copy 
of  the  authorization  by  the  Director  un- 
der the  provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  (2) 
or  is  satisfied  from  known  facts  that  the 
proposed  transaction  comes  within  the 
exceptions  set  forth  in  paragraph  (b)  (5) 
and  (b)  (6). 

(5)  Exceptions.  Unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  the  Director  the  restrictions 
set  forth  in  this  paragraph  <b>  shall  not 
apply: 

(i»  To  the  Foreign  Economic  Adminis- 
tration, U.  S.  Commercial  Company, 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  United 
States  Army,  or  any  other  United  States 
Governmental  department,  agency,  or 
corporation,  or  any  agent  acting  for  any 
such  department,  agency,  or  corpora- 
tion; or 

(ii)  To  food  of  which  any  United  States

U.  S.  Commercial  Company,  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation,  United  States  Army, 
or  any  other  United  States  Govern- 
mental department,  agency,  or  corpora- 
tion, shall  be  entered  through  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  pur- 
pose, whether  for  consumption,  for  ware- 
house, in  transit,  in  bond,  for  re-export, 
for  appraisal,  or  otherwise,  unless  the 
person  making  the  entry  shall  file  in  du- 
plicate with  the  entry  Form  WFO  63-1. 
The  filing  of  such  form  a  second  time 
shall  not  be  required  upon  any  sub- 
sequent entry  of  such  food  through  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Customs  for  any 
purpose ;  nor  shall  the  filing  of  such  form 
be  required  upon  the  withdrawal  of  any 
food  from  bonded  custody  of  the  United

the  date  when  such  food  was  first  trans- 
ported into  the  continental  United  States. 
Both  copies  of  such  form  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Collector  of  Customs  to  the 
Director  of  Supply,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  Ref.:  WFO  63. 

(2)  Records  and  other  reports.  The 
Director  shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such 
information  from,  and  require  such  re- 
ports and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by, 
any  person  as  may  be  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  in 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audits  or  inspection  of  the  books,  rec- 
ords, and  other  writings,  premises,  or 
stocks  of  imported  foods  of  any  person, 
and  to  make  such  investigations  as  may 
be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, to  the  enforcement  or  adminis- 
tration of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(h)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  be  addressed  to 
the  Director  of  Supply,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  Ref:  WFO  63. 

(i)  Revocation.  Any  import  authori- 
zation issued  hereunder  may  be  revoked 
at  any  time  by  the  Director.  Such  revo- 
cation shall  not  affect  food  in  transit  at 
the  time  of  revocation. 

(j)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proced- 
ure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing deliveries  of,  or  using  any  food  cov- 
ered by  this  order  which  is  subject  to 
allocations  or  priority  control  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
crime,  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 
or  all  applicable  laws.  Civil  action  may 
also  be  instituted  to  inforce  any  liability 
or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  vio- 
lation of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 
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The  Director  may  direct  the  disposition 
and  use  of  any  food  which  is  imported 
without  authorization  as  required  by  1 
paragraph  (b).

U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Summary  to  WFO-63  Amendment  4. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  added  as  subparagraph  (x) 
an  exception  to  the  restrictions  on  im- 
ports under  the  heading  of  Exceptions  to 
Restrictions  on  Imports,  paragraph  (b) 
(5)  of  War  Food  Order  63.  The  amend- 
ment, effective  March  14,  1946,  <a>  ex- 
cepts from  the  import  regulations  of 
WFO-63  those  foods  produced  in  terri- 
tories and  insular  possessions  of  the 
United  States  for  which  a  designated 
officer  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  issued  a  certificate  of  ex- 
ception. 

This  exemption  is  applicable  to  food 
importations  only  from  territories  and 


insular  possessions  in  which  the  Depart- 
ment has  designated  an  officer  and  au- 
thorized him  to  issue  certificates  of 
exemption  from  WFO-63.  The  Terri- 
tories of  Hawaii  and  Alaska  are  the  only 
territories  and  insular  possessions  for 
which  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  thus  far  authorized  an  officer  of 
the  Department  to  issue  such  exemp- 
tion certificates.  Only  those  shipments 
from  Hawaii  and  Alaska  that  are  accom- 
panied with  a  certificate  from  the  desig- 
nated oEicer  shall  be  exempt  under  War 
Food  Order  63. 

I'.o  insular  possessions  or  territories  of 
the  United  States  except  the  Territories 
of  Hawaii  and  Alaska  have  qualified  in 


accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  the  appointment  of  an  officer 
authoriZ2d  to  issue  certirlcates  of  excep- 
tion on  specific  food  importations  from 
those  insular  possessions  or  territories  to 
the  continental  United  States.

RESTRICTIONS  ON  IMPORTS  OF  CERTAIN  FOODS 

War  Food  Order  No.  63,  as  amended 
(10  F.  R.  8950;  11  F.  R.  '2630,  8828),  is 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1596.1  Food  imports — (a)  Defini- 
tions. (1)  "Consignee"  means  the  per- 
son to  whom  a  food  is  consigned  at  the 
time  of  importation. 

(2)  "Administrator"  means  the  Ad- 
ministrator of  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

(3)  "Food"  means  an  item  or  com- 
modity listed  from  time  to  time  in  Ap- 
pendix A  as  being  subject  to  this  section. 

(4)  "Governing  date"  with  respect  to 
any  food  means  the  date  when  such  food 
first  became  subject  to  War  Food  Order 
No.  63  as  shown  in  Appendix  A. 

(5)  "Import"  means  to  transport  in 
any  manner  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands, 
or  any  territory  or  insular  possession  of 
the  United  States  from  any  foreign 
country  or  from  any  territory  or  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States.  It  includes 
shipments  into  a  free  port,  free  zone,  or 
bonded  custody  of  the  United  States  Bu- 
reau of  Customs  (bonded  warehouse)  in 
the  continental  United  States.  Puerto 
Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  and  shipments 
in  bond  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
for  transshipment  into  Canada,  Mexico, 
or  any  other  foreign  country. 

(6)  "In  transit"  means  that  food  <i)  is 
afloat,  (ii)  has  had  an  on-board  ocean 
bill  of  lading  actually  issued  with  respect 
to  it,  or  (iii)  has  actually  been  delivered 
to  and  accepted  by  a  rail,  truck,  or  air 
carrier,  for  transportation  to  a  point 
within  the  continental  United  States, 
Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands. 

(7)  "Owner"  of  any  food  means  any 
person  who  has  any  property  interest  in 
such  food  except  a  person  whose  interest 
is  held  solely  as  a  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money. 

(8)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  or  not  incorporated.

No  person,  except 
as  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Admin- 
istrator, shall  import,  purchase  for  im- 
port, receive  or  offer  to  receive  on  con- 
signment for  import,  or  make  any  con- 
tract or  other  arrangement  for  the  im- 
porting of  any  food  listed  in  Appendix  A 
to  this  section  after  the  governing  date. 


The  foregoing  restrictions  shall  apply  to 
the  importation  of  any  food  listed  in 
Appendix  A  regardless  of  the  existence 
on  the  governing  date  or  thereafter  of 
any  contract  or  other  arrangement  for 
the  importation  of  such  food. 

In  the  issuance  of  authorizations,  the 
Administrator  shall  act  in  accordance 
with  the  standards  and  guides  set  forth 
in  paragraph  (e)  of  this  section. 

(2)  Application  for  authorization. 
Any  person  desiring  such  authorization, 
whether  owner,  purchaser,  seller,  or  con- 
signee of  the  food  to  be  imported,  or 
agent  of  any  of  them,  shall  make  appli- 
cation therefor  on  Form  WFO-63-2  or 
such  other  form  as  may  be  issued  for 
this  purpose  by  the  Administrator,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington 
25,  D.  C.  Ref:  WFO  63.  Unless  other- 
wise expressly  permitted,  such  author- 
ization shall  apply  only  to  the  particular 
food  and  shipment  mentioned  therein 
and  to  the  persons  and  their  agents  con- 
cerned with  such  shipment.  Such  au- 
thorizations shall  not  be  assignable  or 
transferable  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
except  as  authorized  in  writing  by  the 
Administrator. 

(3)  Restrictions  on  financing.  No 
bank  or  other  person  shall  participate,  by 
financing  or  otherwise,  in  any  arrange- 
ment which  such  bank  or  person  knows 
or  has  reason  to  know  involves  the  im- 
portation after  the  governing  date  of  any 
food  subject  to  this  section,  unless  such 
bank  or  person  either  has  received  a 
copy  of  the  authorization  by  the  Admin- 
istrator under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph <b)  (2)  of  this  section  or  is  satis- 
fied from  known  facts  that  the  proposed 
transaction  comes  within  the  exceptions 
set  forth  in  paragraphs  (b)  i4)  and  (b) 
(5)  of  this  section. 

(4)  Exceptions.  Unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  the  Administrator  the  restric- 
tions set  forth  in  this  paragraph  shall 
not  apply: 

(i)  To  any  United  States  Govern- 
mental department,  agency,  or  corpora- 
tion, or  any  agent  acting  for  any  such 
department,  agency,  or  corporation;  or 

(ii)  To  food  of  which  any  United 
States  Governmental  department,  agency, 
or  corporation  is  the  owner  at  the  time 
of  importation,  or  to  any  food  which  any 
United  States  Governmental  department, 
agency,  or  corporation  sells  or  otherwise 
transfers  to  a  person  at  the  time  of  im- 
portation; or 

(iii)  To  food  which  on  the  governing 
date  was  in  transit;  or 

(iv)  To  food  consigned  or  imported  as 


a  sample  where  the  value  of  each  con- 
signment or  shipment  is  less  than  $25.00; 
or 

(v)  To  food  consigned  as  a  gift  or  im- 
ported for  personal  use  where  the  value 
of  each  consignment  or  shipment  is  less 
than  $100.00;  or 

(vi)  To  food  consigned  as  gifts  for  per- 
sonal use  by  or  to  members  of  the  Armed 
Services  of  the  United  States;  or 

(vii)  To  food  grown,  produced,  or 
manufactured  in  the  continental  United 
States,  or  food  imported  into  the  United 
States,  which,  after  being  shjpped  out- 
side the  continental  United  States  for 
storage  only,  is  returned  to  the  United 
States;  or 

(viii)  To  food  shipped  into  the  United 
States  in  transit  from  one  point  in  Mex- 
ico to  another  point  in  Mexico,  or  from 
one  point  in  Canada  to  another  point  in 
Canada;  or 

(ix)  To  food  which  is  located  in,  and 
which  has  been  grown,  produced,  or 
manufactured  in  Canada,  Mexico,  Gua- 
temala, or  El  Salvador  and  transported 
therefrom  into  the  continental  United 
States  overland,  by  air,  or  by  inland 
waterway.  This  exception  shall  not, 
however,  extend  to  food  which  is  marked 
with  the  designation  (1)  in  Appendix  A. 

(x)  To  food  produced  in  the  territories 
of  Alaska  and  Hawaii  or  insular  posses- 
sions of  the  United  States,  provided  each 
shipment  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
issued  by  a  duly  designated  officer  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  specifically 
excepting  such  shipment. 

(5)  Imports  into  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands,  (i)  The  restrictions  of 
this  section : 

(a)  Shall  not  apply  to  inter-island 
shipments  of  food  between  Puerto  Rico 
and  the  Virgin  Islands; 

<£>>  Shall  not  apply  to  imports  of  food 
into  Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands 
from  the  continental  United  States; 

(O  Shall  apply  to  any  shipment  of 
food  listed  in  Appendix  A  which  origi- 
nates in  a  foreign  country  and  simply 
passes  through  the  continental  United 
States  en  route  to  Puerto  Rico  or  the 
Virgin  Islands;  and 

(d)  Except  as  provided  in  subdivision 
(c)  of  this  subdivision,  shall  apply  to 
imports  into  Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin 
Islands  only  with  respect  to  food  which 
is  marked  with  the  designation  (2)  in 
Appendix  A. 

(ii)  This  section  shall  not  affect  any 
regulations  now  or  hereafter  issued  by 
any  governmental  authority  covering 
shipments  of  food  from  the  continental 
United  States  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands. 
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(c)  Restrictions  after  importation. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  terms 
of  the  authorization  (or  amendments 
thereof  i  issued  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(b)  (2)  of  this  section,  any  food  which 
is  imported  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  after  the  govern- 
ing date,  may  be  sold,  delivered,  proc- 
essed, consumed,  purchased,  or  received 
without  restriction  under  this  section; 
but  all  such  transactions  shall  be  subject 
to  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  regula- 
tions, orders,  and  directions  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  which 
now  or  hereafter  may  be  in  effect  with 
respect  to  such  food. 

(d»  Change  of  commodities  listed  in 
Appendix  A.  The  Administrator  may 
from  time  to  time  add  or  remove  com- 
modities from  Appendix  A;  Provided, 
That,  in  so  doing  he  shall  follow  the 
standards  and  guides  set  forth  in  para- 
graph (e)  of  this  section. 

(e)  Standards  and  guides.  In  the  is- 
suance of  authorizations,  and  in  the  ad- 
dition or  removal  of  commodities  from 
Appendix  A  to  this  section,  the  Admin- 
istrator shall  follow  these  standards  and 
guides; 

(1)  He  shall  be  satisfied  that  in  the 
absence  of  such  action  the  fulfillment  of 
requirements  for  the  defense  of  the 
United  States  will  result  in  a  shortage  in 
the  supply  of  materials  or  facilities  for 
defense  or  for  private  account  or  for 
export; 

<2>  He  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  following  factors:  the  allocation,  if 
any,  of  such  food  by  the  International 
Emergency  Food  Council;  the  effect  of 
the  importation  of  such  food  on  the  pro- 
curement of  strategic  materials;  the 
availability  of  shippii.g  facilities  for  the 
importation  of  such  food;  and 

(3)  In  the  issuance  of  authorizations, 
the  Administrator  shall  allocate  the  au- 
thorizations granted  by  him  on  a  fair 
and  equitable  basis  among  different 
groups  of  applicants  and  among  appli- 
cants within  the  same  group. 

Cf)  Records  and  reports — (1)  Reports 
on  customs  entry.  No  food  which  is  im- 
ported after  the  governing  date,  includ- 
ing food  imported  by  or  for  the  account 
of  any  United  States  Governmental  de- 
partment, agency,  or  corporation,  shall 
be  entered  through  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  purpose, 
whether  for  consumption,  for  warehouse, 
in  transit,  in  bond,  for  re-export,  for  ap- 
praisal, or  otherwise,  unless  the  person 
making  the  entry  shall  file  in  duplicate 
with  the  entry  Form  WFO  63-1.  The 
filing  of  such  form  a  second  time  shall 
not  be  required  upon  any  subsequent 


entry  of  such  food  through  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Customs  for  any  pur- 
pose; nor  shall  the  filing  of  such  form 
be  required  upon  the  withdrawal  of  any 
food  from  bonded  custody  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Customs,  regardless  of 
the  date  when  such  food  was  first  trans- 
ported into  the  continental  United  States. 
Both  copies  of  such  form  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Collector  of  Customs  to  the 
Administrator,  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  Ref :  WFO  63. 

(2)  Records  and  other  reports.  The 
Administrator  shall  be  entitled  to  ob- 
tain such  information  from,  and  require 
such  reports  and  the  keeping  of  such 
records  by,  any  person  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  the  Administra- 
tor's discretion,  in  the  enforcement  or 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

(g)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Ad- 
ministrator shall  be  entitled  to  make 
such  audits  or  inspection  of  the  books, 
records,  and  other  writings,  premises, 
or  stocks  of  imported  foods  of  any  per- 
son, and  to  make  such  investigations  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his 
discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  admin- 
istration of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

(h)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  section 
shall,  unless  instructions  to  the  contrary 
are  issued  by  the  Administrator,  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Ref.:  WFO  63. 

(i)  Revocation.  Any  import  author- 
ization issued  hereunder  may  be  re- 
voked at  any  time  by  the  Administrator. 
Such  revocation  shall  not  affect  food  in 
transit  at  the  time  of  revocation. 

(j  i  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  section  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  ac- 
tion with  reference  to  such  petition 
which  is  consistent  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Administrator. 
If  the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
action  taken  by  the  Order  Administra- 
tor, he  may,  by  request  addressed  to  the 
Order  Administrator,  obtain  a  review  of 
such    action    by    the  Administrator. 


After  said  review,  the  Administrator  may 
take  such  action  as  he  deems  appro- 
priate, which  action  shall  be  final. 

<k)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  section  may, 
in  accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving, 
making  deliveries  of,  or  using  any  food 
covered,  by  this  section  which  is  subject 
to  allocations  or  priority  control  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  In  addition, 
any  person  who  wilfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  is  guilty  of  a  crime, 
and  may  be  prosecuted  under  any  or  all 
applicable  laws.  Civil  action  may  also  be 
instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  section.  The  Ad- 
ministrator may  direct  the  disposition 
and  use  of  any  food  which  is  imported 
without  authorization  as  required  by 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  section. 

(1)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  section  and  the 
powers  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  section  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Administrator. 
The  Administrator  is  authorized  to  re- 
delegate  to  any  employee  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  any  or 
all  of  the  authority  vested  in  him  by  this 
section. 

(m)  Effect  on  liability  of  removal  of 
food  from  order.  The  removal  of  any 
food  from  this  section  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  affect  in  any  way  any  liability 
for  violations  of  this  section  which  ac- 
crued or  were  incurred  prior  to  the  date 
of  removal. 

(n)  Effective  date.  This  amendment 
shall  become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m., 
e.  s.  t.,  January  21,  1947.  With  respect 
to  violations,  rights  accrued,  liabilities 
incurred,  or  appeals  taken  prior  to  said 
date,  under  War  Food  Order  No.  63,  as 
amended,  all  provisions  of  said  order 
shall  be  deemed  to  remain  in  full  force 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  violation,  right,  lia- 
bility or  appeal. 

Note:  All  reporting  requirements  of  this 
order  have  been  approved  by,  and  subsequent 
reporting  and  record-keeping  requirements 
will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of,  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  extended  import  controls  to  include 
all  sugar-containing  products  shipped  to 
this  country,  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
moved or  modified  controls  on  imports 
of  certain  oils,  oilseeds,  cereals  and 
meats,  in  an  amendment  to  War  Food 
Order  63.  under  which  food  imports  are 
regulated. 

Provisions  of  the  order  controllim 
sugar-containing  products  have  been  ex- 
tended to  cover  any  products  containing 
cane  or  beet  sugar,  or  containing,  in  an;; 
quantity,  any  ingredient  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  which  cane  or  beet  sugar  was 
used    Previously  controls  were  imposed 


only  on  imports  of  products  containing 
•10  percent  or  more  of  sugar  by  weight. 

Products  removed  from  import  control 
are:  sesame  oil,  edible  and  inedible:  ses- 
ame seed:  neatsfoot  oil  and  animal  oils 
known  as  neatsfoot  stock:  rapeseed;  bar- 
ley; corn,  including  cracked;  corn  meal, 
flour,  grits  and  similar  products. 

In  addition,  the  Department  has  elim- 
inated control  over  direct  imports  of  10 
meat  products  into  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 
They  include:  beef  and  veal,  pickled  or 
cured:  canned  beef  including  corned 
beef;  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  beef:  coined 
beef  hash:  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  lamb: 
canned  meats;  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen 
mutton;  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  pork: 
fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  veal;  pork,  hams, 
shoulders  bacon,  sausage  'prepared, 
cocked,  boned,  canned,  etc.*. 


Authorizations  still  are  required  for 
any  of  these  meat  products  trans- 
shipped through  the  United  States  to 
Fuerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States. 

Extension  of  provisions  controlling 
sugar-containing  products  is  designed  to 
prevent  diversion  of  sugar,  thereby  in- 
creasing quantities  of  direct  consump- 
tion sugar  imports  to  this  country.  Eas- 
ing of  controls  on  meat  products  shipped 
direct  to  Fuerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States  is  in  line 
with  termination  of  the  Government's 
stockpile  program  for  those  areas.

The  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture issued  an  amendment  to  food 
import  regulations  today  freeing  eleven 
classes  of  foods  from  import  controls,  re- 
instating controls  on  one  other,  and  re- 
vising regulations  covering  three  others. 

Foods  removed  from  import  controls 
are:  cohune  nuts  and  kernels,  cohune  nut 
oil;  alewives  and  other  pickled  or  salted 
fish,  fish  cakes,  balls,  and  pudding,  in  oil 
or  in  oil  and  other  substances;  fish  paste 
and  fish  sauce;  all  types  of  salted  or 
pickled  herring,  including  sprats,  pil- 
chards, and  anchovies:  canned  oysters, 
canned  clams  including  razor  clams  and 
clams  in  combination  with  other  sub- 
stances (except  clam  chowder >;  canned 
lobster,  including  spiny  lobsters  and 
crawfish;  and  lobster  paste  and  sauce. 

The  first  two  of  these  classes  were  de- 
clared to  be  in  sufficient  supply  to  war- 


rant their  removal  from  import  controls. 
The  exportable  surpluses  of  the  other 
classes  in  certain  producing  areas  are  still 
under  Combined  Food  Board  allocation, 
but  Department  spokesmen  say  that 
world  supplies  are  such  that  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  maintain  controls  over  im- 
portations into  the  United  States.  The 
removal  of  controls  applies  to  the  indi- 
cated foods  regardless  of  whether  the 
importations  are  made  for  consumption 
in  the  United  States,  or  for  transship- 
ment through  the  United  States. 

Edible  olive  oil,  which  was  removed 
from  controls  on  July  5.  1944.  is  again 
being  placed  under  import  restrictions 
because  of  the  shortage  of  this  com- 
modity in  the  United  States.  The  oil, 
now  being  obtained  in  exchange  for  soy- 
bean oil  which  is  under  Combined  Food 
Board  allocation,  is  badly  needed  in  this 
country,  and  import  controls  are  consid- 
ered necessary  to  prevent  its  re-export. 


Controls  over  the  importation  into 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
peas,  beans  and  garbanzos  produced  out- 
side the  continental  United  States  are 
being  revised.  Under  new  regulations, 
import  licenses-  will  be  required  regard- 
less of  whether  these  products  are 
shipped  directly  from  the  producing 
countries  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin 
Islands,  or  are  shipped  by  way  of  the 
United  States.  Previously,  licenses  were 
only  required  on  the  latter  shipments. 

This  revision  is  considered  necessary  to 
implement  Combined  Food  Board  alloca- 
tions. 

All  the  foregoing  actions  were  taken 
tnrough  the  issuance  of  Amendment  12 
to  War  Food  Order  63,  which  controls  the 
importation  of  food  items  into  the  conti- 
nental United  States.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  the  removal  of  cocoa- 
nuts  in  the  shell  and  shredded  and  des- 
iccated cocoanut  meat  from  import  con- 
trols. This  is  accomplished  through 
amendment  to  War  Food  Order  63,  which 


governs  the  importation  of  certain  foods 
into  this  country. 

Department  officials  stated  that  the 
present  world  supply  of  whole  cocoanuts. 
as  well  as  shredded  and  desiccated  or 
similarly  prepared  cocoanut  meat,  is  such 
as  to  make  feasible  the  lifting  of  import 
controls.  However,  since  WFO  63  con- 
trols importation  of  all  commodities 
which  contain  any  quantity  of  cane  or 
beet  sugar,  the  amendment  announced 


today  does  not  remove  controls  on 
shredded  and  desiccated  cocoanut  in 
which  any  cane  or  beet  sugar  has  been 
used  in  the  preparation  of  the  com- 
modity. 

The  amendment,  (No.  13)  which  be- 
comes effective  July  25,  1946,  not  only 
lifts  import  controls  on  shipments  for 
domestic  consumption  into  the  United 
States,  but  also  on  transshipments 
through  the  United  States.

Summary  to  WPO-63-14. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  an- 
nounced today  the  removal  of  27  com- 
modities from  import  controls  under 
War  Pood  Order  63.  The  amendment  to 
WFO-63,  in  the  form  of  a  complete  revi- 
sion of  the  Appendix  listing  commodities 
still  under  control  of  the  order,  became 
effective  August  15,  1946. 

The  amendment  removed  from  import 
controls  the  following  items:  Chickens 
and  guineas,  dead,  fresh,  chilled  or  fro- 
zen, dressed  or  undressed,  live,  prepared 
or  preserved;  egg  albumen,  dried,  frozen 
or  otherwise  prepared  or  preserved;  eggs, 
chicken,  whole  or  in  the  shell;  eggs] 
dried,  frozen,  or  otherwise  prepared  or 
preserved;  eggs,  of  poultry  other  than 
chicken,  whole  in  the  shell;  egg  yolks, 
dried,  frozen  or  otherwise  prepared  or 


preserved;  turkeys,  dead,  fresh,  chilled 
or  frozen,  dressed  or  undressed,  live,  pre- 
pared or  preserved;  apples,  dried,  desic- 
cated or  evaporated;  apricots,  dried,  des- 
iccated or  evaporated;  currants,  dried; 
dates,  dried;  figs,  dried;  peaches,  dried, 
desiccated  or  evaporated;  pears,  dried, 
desiccated  or  evaporated;  prunes,  pru- 
nelles,  and  plums,  dried,  desiccated,  or

The  spokesman  for  the  Department, 
in  announcing  the  removal  of  import 


controls  on  the  items  listed  above,  stated 
that  although  some  of  the  commodities 
are  under  allocation  by  the  Interna- 
tional Emergency  Food  Council,  the  sup- 
ply is  such  that  the  removal  of  the  im- 
port controls  would  not  interfere  with 
equitable  world  distribution.  The 
spokesman  emphasized  however  that  the 
restrictions  of  imports  of  sugar-contain- 
ing commodities  would  still  apply  to  im- 
portations of  the  items  removed  from 
the  order  if  the  commodity  contained 
any  cane  or  beet  sugar.  He  stated  fur- 
ther that  the  high  percentage  of  the 
desiccated  coconut  as  well  as  a  propor- 
tion of  dried  fruits  remain  under  import 
control  because  cane  or  beet  sugar  was 
used  in  the  preparation  of  the  imported 
product.  No  commodities  containing 
cane  or  beet  sugar  may  be  imported 
without  a  license  from  the  Department.

Summary  to  WFO  63-16 

The  United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture announced  today  that  Nor- 
wegian canned  fish  have  been  removed 
from  import  controls  of  War  Food  Or- 
der 63.  This  action  becomes  effective 
on  November  8,  1946,  with  the  issuance 
of  Amendment  16  to  the  food  order. 

Canned  fish  in  some  countries,  includ- 
ing Norway,  is  under  allocation  by  the 
International  Emergency  Food  Council. 
It  has  been  determined,  however,  that 
the  supply  of  canned  fish  in  Norway  and 
the  export  controls  in  that  country  cov- 
ering this  commodity  are  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  removal  of  the  controls  on 
such  imports  from  that  country.  Offi- 
cials pointed  out  that  it  is  necessary  to 
obtain  from  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture licenses  '  for  the  importation  of 
canned  and  salted  fish  from  other  coun- 
tries, as  well  as  salted  fish  from  Norway, 
either  for  domestic  consumption  or  for 
transshipment.  It  was  announced,  how- 
ever, that  licenses  would  be  granted  free- 
ly for  transshipments  through  the  United 
States  to  foreign  destinations  of  all  types 
of  fish  products  remaining  under  con- 
trol of  the  order.

Summary  to  WFO  63-17 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  that  beet  sugar  has 
been  placed  under  the  import  control 
provisions  of  WFO-63  and  that  similar 
action  has  been  taken  on  several  sugar- 
containing  products. 

Beet  sugar  previously  has  not  been 
under  import  control.  An  inclusive  pro- 
vision added  to  WFO-63  serves  to  clarify 
previous  provisions  of  the  order  by  mak- 
ing certain  that  all  forms  of  sugar 
syrups,  molasses,  solutions,  and  mixtures 
are  subject  to  import  control.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  the  removal  of  all  im- 
port restrictions  on  cocoa  beans,  cocoa 
butter  and  unsweetened  cocoa  powder. 

This  action,  taken  in  WFO  63-20,  be- 
comes effective  on  January  7,  1947.  De- 
partment officials  said  that  the  action 


was  prompted  chiefly  by  the  earlier  ter- 
mination of  WFO-25,  (which  controlled 
the  domestic  distribution  and  use  of 
cocoa)  and  in  furtherance  of  the  policy 
of  removing  wartime  restrictions  as  soon 
as  feasible. 

The  importation  of  cocoa  beans  and 
cccoa  products  into  this  country  has 
been  controlled  since  1942.  Importers 
have  been  required  to  obtain  a  license 
from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  order  to  bring  these  products  into  the 
United  States.  Cocoa  beans  have  been — 
and  still  remain — under  worldwide  allo- 
cation by  the  International  Emergency 
Food  Council.  However,  it  is  believed 
that  present  conditions  are  such  that  the 
U.  S.  will  not,  after  import  controls  are 
removed,  receive  more  than  its  fair  share 
of  the  commodity.

With  the  International  Emergency 
Food  Council  no  longer  making  recom- 
mendations for  allocation  of  the  world 
supply  of  tung  oil,  U.  S.  import  controls 
are  now  unnecessary,  Department  offi- 
cials explained. 

Tung  oil,  also  known  as  China  wood 
oil,  has  been  subject  to  import  restric- 
tions under  WFO  63,  since  November, 
1944.  Prior  to  that  time,  its  importa- 
tion was  controlled  by  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board.  A  valuable  drying  oil 
crushed  from  the  nuts  of  the  tung  tree, 
the  oil  is  used  principally  in  the  manu- 
facture of  paints,  varnishes,  and  lino- 
leum. China  is  its  principal  exporter, 
although  some  has  been  produced  in  the
